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Commissioners Keport. 


In presenting their Report, the County Commissioners desire 
to call attention to the financial condition of the county. The 
total amount of indebtedness of the county at. this date is repre- 
sented by Bonds and Notes outstanding: Bonds, $100,600; 
Notes, $5,300 ; while the floating indebtedness is less than $100.00. 
Of the $100,600 due on bonds, $600 is on called bonds on which 
the interest has ceased ; $25,000 six per cent. bonds, due in 1886 
and 1891, for the payment of which provision should be made in 
1886, if the present low rate of interest continues ; the remaining 
$75,000 constitute the new issue of bonds authorized by the late 
County Convention for refunding the debt and building the new 
Almshouse. The present interest charge is $4,500. The sum of 
$5,300, due on notes bearing interest at five per cent., is due, and 
arrangements for their payment from funds in the Treasury have 
been made. Their is a balance in the Treasury of $21,797.15, 
making the net indebtedness of the County $84,102.85, a de- 
crease of indebtedness, since the last Report, of $11,625.21. 

During the four years in which the Commissioners have had 
the honor to serve, the County indebtedness has been decreased 
_ $27,258.61, notwithstanding the building of the new Almshouse; 
by which the debt was increased by the sum of $25,000. 


ALMSHOUSE. 


The County is now in possession of a house for its poor which, 
for comfort, convenience and safety, is superior to any of which 
we have any knowledge. In fact, the general details of the plan 
have been copied and approved by committees from other States 
interested in the erection of buildings for a similar purpose. Un- 
der the present arrangement a separation of the sexes is obtained 
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and a great degree of privacy for each inmate is possible. The 
total cost of the building, with its complete system of water works, 
ranges and heating apparatus, is $39,859.80. The furnishing, in- 
cluding such articles as were purchased immediately after the fire, 
has cost less than $3,500, making the whole cost of the building 
less than the appropriation for that purpose, z. ¢., $44,500. The 
only improvements in the building which occupation has shown 
to be necessary in the future is for double windows on the north- 
erly side of the women’s wing, as it is not possible now to make 
the rooms in that part entirely comfortable in the coidest weather. 
Mr. and Mrs. Wentworth have continued in charge as Superin- 
tendent and Matron. Few people appreciate the difficulties and 
responsibilities of the position they occupy. The inmates of 
our Almshouse are of two classes: the vicious, gathered chiefly 
from our cities and manufacturing towns, and the worthy poor. 
To allow the better class the fullest liberty, consistent with good 
discipline, and to restrain the former is a task requiring the exer- 
cise of excellent judgment and much decision. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wentworth have discharged their duties with singular ability and 
fidelity and to the entire satisfaction of the Commissioners. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


The Asylum for the Insane, by the introduction of steam-heat 
and a better system of ventilation, has been made as comfortable 
as possible. Should the number of insane poor increase, it may 
become necessary for the County to furnish larger and better ac- 
commodations. Whether it is possible for the Counties to pro- 
vide for their insane at the County Farms as successfully as could 
be done in some State institution devoted specially to that pur- 
pose, isa question which is being largely discussed, and the dis- 
continuance of the County Insane Asylum may be the result. — 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles N. Thompson, after several years of faithful 
service, resigned and were succeeded by Mr. and Mrs. James 
Ames, who have:thus far given good satisfaction. 

Dr. C. A. Fairbanks, who was for more than four years an effi- 
cient County Physician, resigned Sept. 1, 1882, and was succeed- 
ed by Drs. Smith and Chamberlain, who have ably discharged 
their duties. 
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The Jail, under the charge of Charles R. Meserve, has been 
kept in excellent order, and every proper attention has been paid 
to the health and comfort of the inmates. 

The Commissioners, on the petition of the lawyers and convey- 
ancers of the County some two years ago, purchased the right to 
use the Campbell System of Indices for the Registry of Deeds. 
They were also authorized by the last County Convention to re- 
index by this system the records for twenty years prior to 1881. 
They have expended, for the right to use the system and for the 
necessary book, the sum of $500. Of the $500 appropriated for 
the work of reindexing, $340 have already been expended; a 
further appropriation will be necessary to complete the work. 

The School at the Farm has been under the charge of Miss 
Sarah O. Brown, who has proved a faithful and efficient teacher. 
The average attendance has been 25. 

We desire to express our obligations to the various clergymen 
of the County who have held religious services at the Farm. So 
long as the County does not furnish a chaplain, it must depend 
upon the gratuitous services of the clergy. 

We are especially indebted to Rev. I. W. Beard, agent of the 
Union Benevolent Society of Dover, for his kindly efforts in be- 
half of inmates of the Almshouse. Not only has he held religious 
service there, but. through his instrumentality a series of enter- 
tainments were given at the Farm, for which our thanks are due 
to him and all those who so ably assisted him. We must not for- 
get to mention those kind-hearted children who planned a Christ- 
mas festival for the children at the Farm. 

We earnestly appeal to the good people of the County for 
books, pictures and papers for the paupers. No more profitable 
use could be made of the second-hand books to be found in 
many homes.

Physician’s Report. 


TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY,— 


Gentlemen: In making this our first report, there is not much 
that we can add to the reports that have been brought before you 
in times past, and especially the one of last year. In assuming 
the duties of County Physicians, the first of Sept., 1882, we found 
the sanitary regulations, in and about the new building, fully as 
good and complete, in all respects, as were represented to you in 
the last annual report. ‘There is thorough subsoil drainage of the 
site ; there is free admission of air and light to every room, good 
water-closets in each story, with ample means of flushing, and an 
abundant supply of pure water. ‘There is nothing in or about this 
building that we can suggest, in the matter of improvements, 
which would assist in preserving the good health of the inmates, 
without it is in regard to the location of the heating apparatus. 
Most of the radiators, for the accommodation of the inmates, be- 
ing in the corridors or halls, insufficiently warm the rooms, espe- 
cially on the north side of the house and during windy weather. 
We would suggest that they be so arranged, if possible, as to give 
out the heat directly in the apartments themselves ; and one radi- 
ator could easily be made to do service for two rooms. 

As regards the building occupied by the insane, which at pres- 
' ent has about thirty inmates, although many and needed improve- 
ments were made last year, and every effort is continually made 
to live up to all well-known sanitary rules, yet the construction of 
the building itself is such that no amount of labor and pains can 
make it, in all respects, just what it ought to be. 

During the past year there has been no epidemic of any kind, 
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but a large number of chronic cases, as it is the rule to see in 
such institutions. | 

There have been three births during the year, two of which 
have occurred since we had charge, and in both instances the 
women were enciente before coming to the Farm. One of these 
came to the Almshouse to remain only during her confinement, 
was prematurely delivered of a male child, which survived only 
four days. The mother was a County charge for the space of 
three weeks, when she returned home. The other child and its 
mother are still inmates.
